Harrisburg. Pa., April 8.— A revival of horse 
raring in Pennsylvania is the purpose of a hill in- 
troduced in the senate today hy Senator Catlin. 
uhieh provides for the appointment hy the governor 
of a rommissinii of live horse breeders of the state 
for the regulation of racing in all its aspects be- 
tween April 1 and December 1 of each year. 

The lull provides for a forty-day racing season 
and excludes from its provisions lace meetings up 
to six-day duration held hy county fair associations 
once each year. Five per cent, of the gate re- 
ceipts are to go to the counties in widen the 
meetings are held.

Court Proceedings Ended for Time Being in Suit to 
Establish Status of Arkansas Racing Bill. 

I. it lie Rock. Ark., April 8. — Governor Hays, under 
cross-examiuatiou hy I tilted States Senator James P. 
Clarke, attorney for the plaintiffs in the suit to de- 
termine the status of the Sawyer Racing Com nils 
snni bill, admitted that during the legislative session 
he had threatened to veto the racing hiil if legisla 
live measures which he favo.ed were not enacted, 
the governor testified he had never intended to sigi 
the racing hill, but deemed it inadvisable to allow 
Ibis intention to lieeonie known. 

George W. Hays placed his signature 
upon the Sawyer racing hill that hill became a law. 
according to United States Senator James P. Clarke, 
attorney for the Arkansas State Fair association, 
in tile mandamus action argued in tile Pulaski Cir- 
cuit court today to compel Secretary of State Earl 
W. Hodges to publish the bill with other legislative 
acts of the general assembly just concluded. The 
|H.wcr to disapprove a hill after it has been signed 
rests only with the courts, he declared, and Gov- 
ernor Ilays in reconsidering his approval encroached 
upon, the province of the judiciary and lieuce his 
action was unconstitutional. 

The attorney-general, appearing for the secretary 
of state, made no arguments. Judge Guy Fulk. l>e- 
fore whom the ease was heard, took the matter 
under advisement.

THE RUNNING OF THE LINCOLNSHIRE. 

The Lincolnshire Handicap of this year was rnu 
under excellent weather and track conditions. View 
Law. the winner, was an equal favorite with Wrack 
at 6 to 1 at post time. Outram and Lord Anuan- 
dale standing next in favor at 8 to 1 each. Of the 
two American bred candidates. Cheerful finished 
fourth and Outram fifth. Isith running good races, 
of the contest l'or the Lincolnshire and some of 
its attendant features Loudon Siairting Life of the 
following day. March 25, said: 

“A dense fog hung over the course during the 
early hours of tin* morning, so dense that trainers 
had to wait for it to lift liefore they could do 
their work. Then there was a transformation 
scene. The sun came through and lit up the 
course, making the light tin* liest of tile three 
days. A fair view could be had of tile racing, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that a Lincolnshire 
Handicap has never been run under mor<> favorable 
conditions. When folk hud assembled on the course 
ami a few pcneilcrs on tin* rails had opened their 
liooks on the first of the season's important 
handicaps, there was a mild rush to get on Wrack, 
Lord Rosebery's charming horse l wing backed at 
9 to 1 and a point less. Then a furore broke out 
for View Law, while I.ord Annnndale was consist- 
ently supported, investments being varied “win and 
place.” There was also sound money for Courage- 
ous and Mount William, but iu accordance with 
things generally the market was not a strong oue 
at any time. 

“The closeness of the atmosphere as the toilets 
of tile Lincolnshire Handicap candidates were com- 
pleted accounted for so many of tin* horses sweat- 
ing as they did. Courageous, looking lusty and 
Mg, was bathed in iierspiration. Others that showed 
signs of nervousness were Lux, Clairvoyante, and 
Ilolabella. The* pick of the basket were Wrack. Out- 
ram and Mount William. The last named was do- 
cilitv itself, and his coat carried a splendid polish. 
Another to look well was Prevoyant. which was 
attended by a goat. Lux has run up on the leg. 
and did tiot altogether please the critics, while 
Polycrates, hard trained as he was. is not a horse 
to show much heart room. l!y George! was in 
blinkers, and lie loWied to tin* post in listless 
fashion. View Law had muscle on his wiry frame 
that suggested a long course of training, of the 
greyhound type, he runs up light in his back ribs, 
but" he has a far-reaching stride that carries him 
over the ground in effortless fashion. St. Marc 
took charge of his pilot going to tin* |H>st. 

“Nothing moved lietter than Outram. Wrack, I.ord 
Annandale and Polyerates. The last named gave 
trouble at tin* post, as did St. Mare and Courageous. 
Mr. Coekburn's horse whipped round when the signal 
was given, and Wrack, on the stand side, outbroke 
his opponents so rapidly that tile lead lie took en- 
abled him to cross over to the middle of tin* track. 
Gonliearer and View Law were well enough placed, 
as was Polyerates and laird Annandale. but Out- 
ram did not get so well away as the other four. 
Tin* leading division came on at what seemed a 
great pace, and liefore half the journey had liecn 
covered Wrack had been passed by View Law. Lord 
Annandale and Polyerates. 

“From this point it could lie made out that the 
issue could be left to this trio, well as Clair- 
voyante was performing and. heading off the middle 
division, Outram began to make up his ground some 
three furlongs from home, but. well as he ran. he 
never really threatened the iiositions of View Law. 
Lord Annandale and Polyerates. the last named 
couple racing side by side, and struggling their 
utmost to reach View Law. I*. Jones kept the 
latter going and. though laml Annandale made up 
some little leeway, lie could not reach the Belsay- 
trained chestnut, which won in decisive fashion. 
Wrack could not la* restrained, and the little fellow 
ran himself to a standstill. View Law gained a 
popular victory by thr<*e parts of a length; half a 
length sepa rated second and third. Cheerful was 
officially placed fourth: then came Outram fifth. 
Clairvoyante sixth. Irish Chief seventh. Wrack 
eighth." Dolaliella ninth. Prevoyant tenth. Gun- 
bearer eleventb. By George twelfth. Lio-n Red 
thirteenth. Ambassador fourteenth, Mount William 
fifteenth. St. Marc and Lux being the last pair ex- 
ivpt the laileil-off Courageous and Fruitlands. Time, 
1 :43%. 

“Outram was quite one of the swells of the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap field. No horse could possibly 
have looked in lietter fettle. When lie won twelve 
months ago lie was not one of the first to jump 
into his stride. If hi* left the gate yesterday 
with the others lie did not get balanced as smartly 
as View Law. Just for a moment, however. In* 
promised to make a bid for victory, but once lie 
found that he could not get there it was palpable 
t.liat Stokes was not going to punish his mount 
in order to secure third place. Lord Annandale 
received a bump soon after the start, which could 
not have improved his chance, though lie struggled 
gamely enough at the finish and heat Polyerates 
out for second place. 

“It is eleven years ago since a favorite won the 
Lincolnshire Handicap. This was Cnpt. Forester’s 
Uninsured, which beat tin* same number of horses 
as View Law did yesterday. ('apt. Forester was 
among those present, having the unreliable and 
blinkered By George! in yesterday's field.” 



IMPERATOR WINS HANDICAP AT JUAREZ. 

El Paso. Tex., April .8.— Summer-like weather, 
a fast track and a more than ordinarily attractive 
card were factors in drawing a large crowd of race- 
goers to Juarez this afternoon. The outstanding 
feature of the day in a racing way was t lie Ortiz 
Handicap, a five and a half furlong dash that en- 
gaged eight of tile liest sprinters in training at 
the course. Imperator was held in highest es- 
teem by the layers of odds and was returned the 
winner in a drive with King Worth and Kootenay. 

Little Blues scored an easy victory in tin* two- 
year-old race, for which Frank Patterson ruled 
first choice and ran unplaced. Old Wise Mason 
won his first purse in many a day when he suc- 
ceeded in getting up to beat John Louis, another 
old timer, in the second race. Lcscar, another 
veteran, accounted for the third. 

Of the last three winners of the day. Sam Con- 
nor and Zim were first choices. Marta Mae. dis- 
playing marked improvement, scored in the sixth 
at remunerative odds. 

Jockey B. Marco was taken suddenly ill after 
riding Mex and cancelled his engagements for the 
remainder of t lie* afternoon. 

Jockey G. W. Carroll was suspended for flic rest 
of the meeting on tip* report of Patrol Judge diaries 
Dwyer for rough riding in the sixtli race on Judge 
Glieens. 

Tex Dean, assistant to Mars Cassidy, made his 
reappearance today after an illin*ss of over ten 
days. He will not resume work until the opening 
pf the New York season. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The German official report of yesterday on tip* 
progress of hostilities, as received from Berlin, is 
as follows: “The lighting between the Meuse 

and the Moselle continued yesterday. In the plain 
of the Woevre, east and southeast of Verdun, all 
French attacks failed. In tin* (.'ombres hills forces 
of the enemy, which have at certain points liene- 
t rated into our outer trenches, were driven back 
by a counter attack. Battalions «.f t In* enemy 
which advanced against our positions from the 
wood of Selouze. north of St. Mihiel. were driven 
back into the forest with heavy losses. Bitter 
lighting at short range is again going on ill the 
forest of Ailty. In Hie forest west of Apremont 
our troops are in pursuit of the enemy, who made 
an unsuccessful attack. Their attacks on posi- 
tions north of Flirey. as well as two evening 
attacks west of the Lo Pretre forest, broke down 
under our tire and they suffered heavy losses. 
Three French advances in the night in the Le 
Pretre forest failed. The total of Freneli losses 
along the entire front again lias been extraord- 
inarily heavy, without their gaining even the 
slightest success. An aeroplane of the enemy 
coming from Paris was forced to descend in the 
vicinity of Itethel. The pilot said that no news 
concerning the French losses in the Champagne 
fighting had lieen given out in Paris. The light- 
ing at Hartmanns-Weilerkopf continues.” 

The French war office yesterday afternoon gave 
out a reiMirt on tin* progress of tin* lighting, as 
follows: “In Belgium the day was marked by 

artillery engagements. In the valley of tin* Aisne 
and the district east of Reims onr efforts, in spite 
of the abnormally bail weather, continued with 
great activity and we have maintained our gains 
between tin* Meuse and tin* Moselle in their en- 
tirety. while at the same time we are proceed- 
ing io make further progress, in the Brule forest 
we captured a German trench, at tin* same time 
making a large uunilier of prisoners on this sec- 
tion of the front. This was reported last night. 
The rains of the last few days have soaked through 
iIm* clay soil of the Woevre to a great depth, 
rendering difficult the movements of artillery and 
preventing the explosion of shells. onr tro.qis 
have consolidated tin* progress made on the previous 
day. We maintain all onr advance, in spite of 
counter attacks of extraordinary violence. At L*s 
Hparges, especially, the last German counter at- 
tack was carried out by a regiment and a half 
and was completely repulsed. Tin* enemy suffered 
enormous losses. Bodies covered the field. Three 
hundred men who momentarily were aide to ad- 
vance from the German position were mowed down 
by our machine guns. Not one of them escaped.” 

An earnest of the protnised emancipation of 
Poland is to Is* found in a law just promulgated 
granting local municipal self-government to all 
towns in Poland. (if equal interest with the law 
itself is the care shown in its provisions to give 
a fair measure of representation to the Jewish 
population. For ilie first time nnder the new law 
Polish committees enjoy a measure of self-gov- 
ernment equal to that enjoyed by Russian in - 
corporated town and districts. All correspondence 
with state departments as also with public bodies 
or private persons outside Poland and replies 
to letters addressed to municipal authorities in 
Russia must Ik* iu Russian. Municipal placards 
and public notices must In* in both languages iu 
parallel columns. Debate in public assemblies may 
lie iu either language. Minutes must be in both 
languages. 

The United States will have a lug surplus of 
wheat again tin* coining year to ship abroad if 
the present conditions are maintained until harvest. 
The government report just issued showed an 
April 1 condition of ,8X.S, or a little* higher con- 
dition thou last December, on ail acreage sown 
of 41.265.000 acres, indicating a crop estimated 
from 619,000.000 to (Hi7.iKIO.lKM> bushels. .» year 
ago the government estimated a yield of 009.- 
(MKi.000 bushels winter wheat, hut raised the es 
timate each month until harvest, and the final 
crop figures were (N4.000.fl00 bushels. While the 
condition is much lower Ilian a year ago, when 
it was 95.0. the acreage sown is 41 ,265 .<kki acres, 
against 35,5N7.0(M) acres harvested in 1914. and the 
percentage of the crop abandoned is expected to 
be extremely small. 

The relations of Italy to the war situation con- 
tinue to Ik* reported in a variety of confusing and 
contradictory reports. Onf* dispatch from Rome says 
that the correspondent learns on good authority 
that Austria is about to sue for peace, and that 
its impending action foreshadows the end of the 
war. A dispatch from Paris says that Austria has 
engaged to cede the region of Trentino to Italy, 
and that Italy lias agreed to remain neutral. 
This information is sharply contradictory in pur- 
port to tin* rejKirt from Rome. Rotterdam hears 
that German efforts to keep Italy from siding 
with the allies have failed. From Italy comes 
news that the Italian fleet lias concentrated within 
striking distance of the Adriatic. 

F. ITopkinson Smith, artist, author, and engineer, 
died at New York Wednesday night at ihc age 
of 77. lie was liest known to the general public 
as an entertaining author and a skillful artist, 
hut lie was also one of the most eminent engineers 
in the United States. Barn in Baltimore, he 1k*- 
gan liis activities as cleric in a hardware store 
and was later educated as a mechanical engineer, 
(ioing into the contracting business, he built the 
government's seawalls at Governor's island and at 
Tompkinsville, Staten island, besides the founda- 
tion for the Bartholdi Stalin* of I.ilierty on Bed- 
liK*’s island. New York liarlHir. Among his best 
known literary works were “Col. Carter of Carter- 
ville” and "Tom Grogan.” 

London sends word that, except in tin* Uzsok 
pass in the Carpathians, where tin* Austrians, as 
sisted by Germans, are offering a most stubliorii 
resistance, tiie Russians are said to have crossed 
the first range of mountains and from the heights 
which they have taken from tin* Austrians in bitter 
hand-to-hand lighting, can IikiIc down the southern 
slopes toward the plains of Hungary. It is as- 
sorted that part of tin* army which has crossed the 
mountains is maneuvering to get behind tin* Austro- 
Germans holding the Uzsok pass. The Austrians 
admit that tilings are going bad with their armies, 
and are anxiously awaiting German re-enforce- 
ments, which are lieing hurried to tlieir aid. 

Tiie Russian war office announced decidi*d gains 
for the Russians by the capture of the Rostok 
pass and the villages of Sinchiik and Grosz Ruszka. 
the latter town on the Hungarian side of tiie 
mountains and midway between the Lnpkow and 
Uszok passes. I -ending south from Grosz Ruszka. 

a good road follows the Cireka river for ten 
miles to the town of Sztakesin, at the northern 
terminus of another railway stretching south into 
the Hungarian plains. The Slavs are now menac- 
ing two important railway heads, at Rartfeld and 
at Sztakesin, at the same time battling for pos- 
session of a trunk line 1 calling south through Mczo 
Lahore. 

General Ohregon reports having inflicted a serious 
defeat on tin* Villa troops between Calaya and 
Irapuato, on the Mexican Central railroad. It was 
the first big engagement since tin* evacuation of 
Mexico City. General Ohregon ill his official re- 
port says Villa was personally iu command of his 
forces. The fighting continued for some thirty 
hours, according to the report and after the retreat 
of Villa's men more than 1.000 of Villa's dead 
were found on the field. Four hundred prisoners 
were taken. 

Official announcement that Vietoriano Ilucrta. 
late Mexican dictator, was on his way from Spain 
to tin* United States was received at the state 
department from tin* American consul at Seville. 
Huerta recently sailed on the steamer Antonio 
Lipez. due to arrive at New York on Saturday. 
It will be his first visit to the United States, his 
defiance of which last year in the stirring months 
liefore lie voluntarily went into exile led to the 
American occupation of Vera Cruz. 

Tiie German government has replied to the claim 
of tin* state department at Washington for compen- 
sation for the sinking l»y the I’rinz El tel Friedrich 
of the American ship William l*. Frye, assuming 
liability not only for destruction of the vessel, hut 
of the cargo, under the treaty of is2s. Germany , 

requires, however, that tin* case shall be taken be- 
fore a prize court for tiie establishment of facts 
concerning ownership of ship and cargo. To this 
the state department will assent. 

“I am convinced that the Dardanelles cannot 
j be forced. The brave c.mduct of the Turkish triKips 
in the recent o|M*rations against the straits permits 
me to conclude that although the allies M*nd every 
effort and use every means at their disposal they 
will lie unable to achieve tlieir purpose.” Thus 
spoke Mclimcd V.. the sultan of Turkey, and first 
caliph of tiie Moslem world, today iu the eourse 
of an audience which he granted to newspaper 
corresiMJiideiits. 

Rumors were current in London yesterday of a 
declaration of hostilities between Germany and tiie 
Netherlands. They were, however, absolutely with- 
out confirmation, and dispatches from The" Hague 
received late yesterday afternoon ignored any such 
development. The minister of the Netherlands in 
I -nuidoti. when questioned, said he heard rumors to the 
same effect. He had no information on the subject 
himself, but absolutely discredited the report. 

Tiie Russians who now are fighting on unfavor- 
able ground in the Carpathians, according to Hilda 
pest newspapers, are experiencing the same diffi- 
culty iu bringing ammunition and supplies from 
tlu* rear because of impassable roads that pre- 
viously lK*set the Austriaus. Tile Russians are 
suffering enormous losses.

Lizzie IS. Willey, which sailed April 1 from Savan- 
nah for Pawtucket, with lumber, were brought 
into New Volk by t lie steamer Proteus from Now 
Orleans, which rescued them from their little craft, 
waterloged and adrift, 250 miles south of Cape 
Hatteras, April (!. 

The general in command of tiie army of the 
Vosges, with the consent of General Joffre. has 
forbidden the purchase or sale of spirituous liquors 
in the territory occupied by his army. Violators of 
this order will lie court niartialed anil punished se- 
verely. 

International labor leaders at New York are 
trying t<> arrange a strike throughout the world of 
20,000. non fraiios unionists as a means of stopping 
Hu* European war. according to Ernest Rohm, sec- 
cretary of tiie Central Federated Union. 

The case against Raymond Swoboda, accused of 
being responsible for the fire altourd the steam- 
ship La Toiiraine. lias 1k*cii transferred from civilian 
to military jurisdiction in France. He is charged 
with espionage as well as with urson. 

A press dispatch from Petrograd re|H»rts that the 
Austrian army of General Boeroviteh. which is light- 
ing in the Carpathians, has been pierced in two 
places by Hie Russians. The Russians have cap- 
tured Smolinsk, east of I.upkow Pass. 

Tiie French government has decided to lmy the 
cargo of cotton carried by the American ship Dacia, 
which was seized while oil her way to Germany.
